lawsuits springing out of the 


strike ‘be withdrawn—the heads 
of 148 ronds declared emphatical

instate strikers with unimpaired 
seniority rights, the third provi- 
sion in the president’s plan. After! 
being told by Robert S. Lovett, of 
the Union Pacific, that there was 
no moral or practical reason for 
budging from their positions, the 
executives disbanded, caught ‘the 
first trains for their headquarters 
and indicated that they were go- 
ing ahead and would operate 
their roads with the forces they 
had assembled since the shopme n,

+ London, Aug. 1—The British gov- 
ernment’s reported decision to send a 
ciroular note to the aljiies and the 
United States in reference to the war 
debts has been discussed in political 
and financial circles for some days, 
with considerable misgivings in cer- 
tain quarters, It js said there has been 
a strong division of opinion in the 
cabinet over the question, and a sec- 
tion of the press today sharply criti- 
clzes the supposed government decis- 
ion 

The exact purport of the note is 
not very clearly defined jn the news- 
but the Morning Post 
mays that it “in substance places up- 
on the Unéted States the responst- 
bility for Great Britain's inabiiity to 
cagoeal or to treat dndulgently the 
debts owed this country by its Euro-) 
pean allies." 

The newepaper describes the note 
‘as brutal” in lus purport and hopes !t 
will be radically altered, fearing that 
otherwise it will create a most unfor- 
tunate impression both itn Burope} 
and America, and be interpreted as 
an atiempt to fasten upon the Wash-| 
ington government the responsiblity 
for the financial chaos in Burope 

The Post reiterates its contention 
that Great Britain must without de- 
iay fund and pay the interest on its 
debts to the United States.

Public authorities on either side 
of the line have begun to sit up 
and take notice that winter 18 ap- 
proaching, the fuel reserves dwind- 
ling away, bins empty, and most 
of the coal mines on the continent 


standing idle. That, in fact, unless } 


something is done and done right 
away, the people of Canada and 
the United States are in a fair way 
to renew their unhappy exper!- 
ences during the war, when they 
paid fabulous prices for coal dol- 
ed out in apothecary doses that 
fleets of transports might carry 
fuel to Europe. To emphasize the 
need of prompt action many of the 
eastern railroads are already short 
of coal, lake steamers are lying at 
the docks with empty bunkers; 
and the wheat crop of the Western 
states and provinces has to be mov- 
ed during the next three or four 
months. Given a continuance of 
non-production the certain pros- 
pect is an individual tie-up, the 
paralysis of transportation, and 
hardship and suffering in nearly 
all parts of the continent when 
cold weather sets in. It is to pre- 
vent that prospect ‘becoming @ 
grim reality that the Government 
of the United States has recently 
taken aggressive steps toward set- 
tling the coal strike, and has un- 
dertaken a measure of control 
over the available supply with a 
view to distributing it where need- 
ed at reasonable cost. That the 
authorities have the publie behind 
them in this move there can be no 
doubt. Hitherto people at large 
have paid little attention to the 
strike because they were little in- 
convenienced by it. But the time 
is at hand when they ¢annot Jong- 
br remain neutral. Self-preserva- 
ioh is still the governing instinct 
of humanity, and self-preservation 
lemands that measures ‘be taken to 
assure a sufficient supply of fuel 
ut prices which can be paid. The 
public move slowly about taking a 
liand in an industrial dispute 
yhere they have the choice, but 
yhen necessity compels they can 
nove quickly and get results. 

The coal strike will have to be 
ettled, called off, or broken, and 
that, without unnecessary delay if 
disaster is to be diverted. And the 
ndication is that if the operators 
and miners want to settle the mat- 
ier between themselves they had 
vetter lose no time in doing it. If 
the mines are not working when 
the grain rush is due to begin, 
something is bound to break. 
Neither party to the controversy 
can count with certainty on an ar- 
vangement satisfactory to itself be- 
ong made if the publie are driven 
o force the re-opening of the 
ines in their own interests, If it 
hould come to that, anything may 
Appen from the ‘‘nationalization’ 
®f mines to the exelusion of the 
1.M.W.A, from the coal fields 
ud the proclamation of open shop 
conditions. The consumers have 
stood a good deal in the last seven 
years as to uncertainty of fuel 
supply and price. That is not 
proof that they will continue to 
lay the docile réle if the opera- 
ors and miners seem to want to 
irgue while the fires go out, Rath 
rv the contrary.

A Political “ 


The Wheat Board Act was rushed through the 
Legislatures of Saskatchewan and Alberta, with- 
out time for due consideration or discussion; the 
respective provincial Governments were empow 
ered to increase at will and without limit the 
authority thus hastily given; and the wheat board 
in the exercise of its functions was made a law 
unto itself, and placed above the authority of the 
courts, all on the plea of emergency. 

The Saskatchewan House met on Thursday, 
July 20th, and prorogued on the 26th. The Alber- 
ta Legislature met on the 25th and prorogued on 
the 31st. In each case the session lasted a week 
Not long considering the character of the legisla 
tion passed and the amount of moneyvat stake. But 
plenty long enough for the members of the ma 
jority to register unwinking approval of the deci 
sions already reached at the headquarters of the 
U.F.A. 

And now: What was the emergency that gave 
grounds for action so subversive of representative 
institutions and responsible government in this 
20th’ century and after the world victory for de- 
mocracy achieved in 1918? The answer is that 
there were two emergencies: one as to time, and 
the other as to purpose. As to time: it was neces- 
sary that the wheat board should be ready to fune- 
tion as soon as the wheat crop began to move, and 
therefore from the hour of the opening of the 
Legislatures there was not a moment to lose. But 
the emergency as to time was known to exist long 
before the legislature met. The wheat board bill 
was read a third time and passed by the House of 
Commons on Tuesday, June 22nd, just five weeks, 
less one day, before the Alberta Legislature met 
for its emergency session. The Senate made no 
amendments, and in any case Parliament pro- 
rogued June 27th, just one week later, and four 
weeks, less one day, before the Alberta Legislature 
met. Harvest was approaching just as certainly 
on June 22nd as it was on July 25th. Why was 
there that five weeks’ delay? 

The delay of five weeks between the passing of 
the Wheat Board Act by the House of Commons 
and the assembling of the Alberta Legislature was 
not from any necessity of the case; neither was it 
because of changed or unforeseen conditions: it 
was part of a general plan framed by the head- 
quarters organization of the so-called Progressive 
party to ‘‘put it over’? with the least possible con- 
sideration of the conditions to be imposed, or dis- 
cussion regarding them by the people who would 
be most seriously affected. As a matter of fact it 
has not ‘been possible for a large majority of the 
citizens of either Alberta or Saskatchewan to have 
knowledge of the issues involved as presented to 
their Legislatures. So far as the Legislative pro- 
ceedings are concerned, they might as well have 
been conducted in secret session, because the deci- 
sion was made before the electors knew what pro- 
ceedings*had been begun. 

Harvest was approaching just jas ¢ertainly on 
June 22nd as it was on July 25th. Had the Legis- 
latures been called immediately after the bill had 
passed the Commons, or even immediately after 
Parliament had prorogued, there would have been 
ample time for full consideration of the measure. 
The action of the Federal Parliament regarding 
the wheat board was solely on the demand of the 
leaders of the same organizations that elected the 
majorities in both the Alberta and Saskatchewan 
legislatures. Having forced the hand of the Do- 
minion Government and compelled jhe passing of 
the Act they had every opportunity for being pre- 
pared to deal with the measure in the Provincial 
Legislatures without delay. The emergency as to 
time was strictly artificial, created to keep control 
in the hands of the bosses of the organization, 
and to keep the pepole at large from discussing 
matters that were already decided for them by 
their leaders. 

The emergency of purchase related to. the fin- 
ancial position of the farming community, the re 
sult of fallen prices for farm products. There is 
no question that since the middle of 1920 there has 
been a serious deflation in price of all necessaries 
of life. Farm products were the first to feel this 
deflation and were most seriously affeeted. Re- 
duction in prices of what the farmer has to buy 
did not immediately follow the reduction in the

foreign consumer to pay when he hasn't the

The depressed financial of the 
farming industry cannot in any case be reversed 
merely by improving the marketing conditions of 
only one of its products, even though it be the 
principal product. Oats, not wheat, are the chief 
product of the northerly and westerly portions of 
the province and are comparatively lower in price 
than wheat. Cattle have fallen in price more dis 
astrously since 1920 than has wheat. Dairy and 
poultry products are down in price as well. The 
emergency of low prices is general, not special. It 
does not arise out of sudden changes or wnfore 
seen conditions. 

In the case of wheat, the present price is not 
lower, but higher than it was in the first four 
months of the crop movement last year, On Tues- 
day, August Ist of this year, No. 1 Northern was 
quoted at 1.297% at Fort William. In October of 
last year on the corresponding day of the month it 
was $1.2754; in November $1.0714; in Decamber, 
$1.1544 ; on January 3rd, 1922, it was $1.07%,; and 
on February Ist it was 1.1844. So that instead 
of the present market prices being worse than they 
were in the earlier part of this crop year, they are 
substantially better. In Mareh, April, May, June 
and July there was a substantial betterment in 
prices over those of the preceding five months, 
ranging between $1.36%5 in April to #146%,% in 
Mey. March was $14314, June $1.37%, and on 
duly 8rd $1.898¢. No one knows what the future 
market price will be, but certainly there has been 
no break since the end of September lust that 
would justify on business grounds the high-hand 
ed action taken in the two leygisiatures 

The drop in the price of the crop harvested in 
1991 came as an especial hardship, lx it had 
been sown, reaped and threshed at almost peak 
costs. The crop that will soon be eus is not under 
that disadvantage. Costs had come down materi 
ally before it was sown. There has been a sub 
stantial reduction in eastbound railway rates as 
well; so that between the decreased costs of pro 
duction, reduced freight rates, and inereased mar 
ket prices, the outlook is not only not worse than 
it was last fall after the crop began to move, but 
is very much better. 

The taking away of the rights of private prop 
erty, and of private contract; of the protection of 
the courts and of the terms 6f the>statute law 
with less than four days’ Legislative consideration 
cannot find its justification in the plea of emer 
gency cither as to time or circumstance, the facts 
being as they are. 

The emergency to be met was political, not in 
dustrial or financial. And it could only be safely 
and successfully met by rushing the measure 
through the respective Legislatures within a time 
limit that did Bot give the people at large an op 
portunity to become informed either as to wha 
was to be done or how it was being done. Both the 
Alberta and Saskatchewan legislatures have pro 
rogued and no one knows to what extent the com 
mitments of either province will extend. The 
board yet to be appointed is authorized to create 
crimes and to provide punishments, The powers 
given the board in open legislative session may be 
added to at will and without limit-—-except that of 
the B.N.A. Act—by order-in-couneil. Not because 
the price of wheat is low or because the wheat 
board will make it higher, but because the ULF.A. 
organization decided that the time had arrived to 
demonstrate the measure of its control. As to the 
possible results of the application of impossible 
theories to the practical affairs of life, that is a 
matter of last and least coasideration to the lead 
ers who direct the policy of the U.V.A. organiza- 
tion and thereby control the affairs of the prov 
ince.

The Peruvian government has re- 
commended to congress that a con-| 
ceasion ibe granted to Robert W. | 
Dunemulr, of Victoria, B.C., calling 
for the conatruction of 2,400 miles of 
raflroad in Peru at an estimated cost! 
of $120,000,000. Negotiations con- 
cerning the proposed concession have 
been under way for some time and 
have now reached a point where the 
concession has been sumbitted to the 
Peruvian congress, the approval of 
which ust be secured to make it ef 
fective, The Dunemulr concession 's 
described by Peruvian officials as one 
of the Jargest and moet important
